THE FIRST MESSAGE. 
The anxiously r| awaited 
first mes­ 
sage of President Harding to the con­ 
gress has been deflivered and the na­ 
tion, together wi\h the bodies to which 
it is addressed, is now digesting it in 
the endeavor to determine just what 
is to be the policies 1>f the new admin­ 
istration toward the very many im­ 
portant 
problems 
confronting 
the 
country. 
As has been the case in several mat­ 
ters since assuming office, the presi­ 
dent did not hesitate to take a leaf 
from the book of Mr. Wilson in pre­ 
senting this message, and so went to 
the capitol and delivered it in person 
to the assembled solons. 
We heard 
much criticism of Mr. Wilson when he 
revived this custom that had, from 
the time of Washington, been in abey­ 
ance. Now, of course, the practice 
will be esteemed an fait by even those 
who most condemned it when it was 
Woodrow Wilson instead of Warren 
Harding that did it. 
Of the message itself little need be 
said. It is practically a reiteration of 
much that was said during the cam­ 
paign by Mr. Harding from the front 
porch and is very little more specific 
than were those utterances. Again he 
declares that the United States will 
have nothing to do with ‘that “mon­ 
strous thing” the League of Nations, 
and again asserts tjjat an “association 
of nations” will 
eventually take its 
place. But as to whether this associa­ 
tion will follow the lines of the league 
is left to the imagination. 
He favors 
a declaration by congress to the effect 
that a state of war no longer exists be­ 
tween this country and the Central 
Powers but with a stipulation to the 
effect that in-doing this we relinquish 
none of the rights and safeguards giv­ 
en us under the treaty of Versailles. 
“It would be idle,” says he “to de­ 
clare for separate treaties of peace 
with the central powers.” The infer-, 
ence then is that to save the face of 
his party and thus appear to be carry­ 
ing out its pre-election promises, this 
separate peace resolution should be 
passed and then placed in the limbo 
of innocuous things, the country to act 
in concord 
with its allies under the 
provisions of Ike 
Versailles 
agree­ 
ment. 
This 
is of course 
“ beating 
Old 
Nick around the bush” but, after all 
\vhat does that matter so long as it 
brings the country out of theTabyrinth 
into which it was plunged by the bit­ 
ter partisanship that caused the trea­ 
ty’s rejection by the senate w hen pre­ 
sented to it by a democratic president. 
It is noticeable 
that 
the message 
takes no cognizance of the Irish ques­ 
tion. 
Tiiis question loomed large be­ 
fore the election. 
Woodrow’ Wilson 
was most severely condemned by 
leaders of that cause because he had 
not insisted in 
the 
negotiations in 
Paris on recognition of the so-called 
Irish republic and later it was seized 
upon by the republicans as an issue 
and during the 
campaign 
this con­ 
demnation was repeated and enlarged 
upon by press and speakers wherever 
the Irish vole could be readied. As a 
result xMr. Harding received hundreds 
of thousands of votes that otherwise 
would not have been his. And yet we 


find no suggestion from him on the 
Irish question differing in the slightest 
from the position taken by Mr. Wilson. 
Organized labor, wrhich without 
doubt is facing a great crisis, can find 
no hint oi sympathy or promise of aid 
in the message. A way to a better un­ 
derstanding between workers and em­ 
ployers is not even alluded to and no 
recommendation is made that would 
tend to alleviate present conditions or 
prevent future misunderstandings and 
perhaps serious trouble. 
Indeed or­ 
ganized labor as such is not even re­ 
ferred to, the only reference to labor 
being in that paragraph of the mes­ 
sage where, speaking of the railroads 
he says: “Labor must join manage­ 
ment in understanding that the public 
which pays is the public to be served.” 
How7 different from the message of 
the former president who always had 
a sympathetic wrord for the toilers and 
recommendations for legislation for 
their advancement! 
The message 
contains many good 
recommendations as to our domestic 
affairs and strong advice to congress 
as to legislation in general that if act­ 
ed upon will go a long way toward 
getting things back to where they 
were before the war. But nearly every 
one of these, especially excepting that 
regarding the emergency tariff, are 
merely along lines long ago put for­ 
ward by President Wilson and those 
associated with his administration. 
For this there can be no reason for 
complaint. 
Rather should \^e rejoice 
that President Harding is not ashamed 
to adopt the ideas of his political op­ 
ponents and make them his own when 
he is convinced that they are tie 
things that the country needs 
*---------
